torical society in securing data and 
other information 
for Use 
in 
the 
\olume. 
Mrs. D. A. Kochenour, secretary 
of the county council of defense, has 
informed Mr. Cox that s h e has re­ 
ceived a 
communication 
from the 
state council of defense asking the 
assistance of 
the 
local historical 
society. 
The council of defense will 
assist in the work but the histor\ 
will be written under the direction of 
t h e historical society, 
Mr. Cox has also received infor­ 
mation relative to the proposed work 
from the state historical society. It 
is understood that the state's part 
m the great war will be prepared in 
book form bv tip* Indiana historical 
society, but that each countv will be 
expected 
to send information rela­ 
tive to its local 
affairs. 
It is pro­ 
posed that the names of each enlist 
cd and drafted 
man with 
a short 
sketch of each 
he included 
in the 
hook. 
This will give the volume an 
especial local 
interest as approxi­ 
mately one thousand men from this 
county served in some branch of tho 
service. 
, 
The task of seetirmglhe names of 
the drafted men is quite simple, in­ 
asmuch as complete records art* kept 
bv the local hoard. 
However, some 
difficulty may be encountered in pro­ 
c u r i n g the names of all volunteer* 
because no countv 
or 
state record 
was kept of them. 
For this reason 
the council of defense and the his­ 
torical society are appealing to the 
relatives and friends of all men, both 
enlisted and drafted, to furnish such 
information. Tile names may he *t*nt 
to either 
Mrs. 
Kochenour, 
at 
Brownstown, or to Mr, Cox, in this 
city, 
It is desired that the names of 
the men be furnished together with 
the date of their entrance into army 
or naval service where they served 
ami the date of discharge in case 
they have been relieved by the gov­ 
ernment.

Bill Proposed in House Would Not 


Give Women Right to Ballot in 


All Elections in Indiana. 


Several score of women in thi> city 
who desire the right to ballot have 
placed their signatures to a petition 
which has been circulated here and 
addressed to the Indiana legislature 
requesting that the hill now before 
the house he enacted into law. 
The 
women of this city are much inter- 
ested in suffrage legislation and ma­ 
ny 
of them readily 
attached their 
name-' to the petition as soon as it 
was precented to them. Similar peti­ 
tions 
art* being prepared 
in other 
part" of the state. 
The Indiana 
franchise league and other women's 
organizations 
in 
the 
-tate 
are 
strongly 
in favor of 
the measure. 
The bill was reported favorably by 
the house committee on rights and 
privileges this afternoon. 
It appears 
that 
it 
has more 
than 
an equal 
chain e of passage, 
The measure is different from any 
that have beep presented in the past 
as it provides that women shall Im* 
given the right to ballot only for pre­ 
sidential elector-, 
There is no men­ 
tion in the bill of equal suffrage in 
elections 
where state 
and 
county 
officials are to be erosion. 
One pro­ 
vision states that women shall vote 
for presidential electors on ballots 
of separate color from those used 
by male voter* and the ballots must 
be kept in separate ballot boxes, 
In 
tin- way it may be known ju-t what 
influence the women's vote ha- on the 
general result. 
It also provided that 
the women must register the -ame as 
men to I m * qualified to cast their bal­ 
lot- and the safeguard of citizenship 
i- also required. 
Local women who desire tin* right 
to vote were much interested in the 
la-t suffrage law that was enacted 
and many of them registered as re- 
quired 
bv that law. 
However, the 
supreme court deprived them of tile 
right which they desired by holding 
that the 
law was 
unconstitutional. 
Since that tiim* the suffrage leaders 
have been active in behalf of a m*w' 
law and it i- indicated that they will 
be given the right by this legislature 
to participate in the next presiden­ 
tial election.

It is no longer the exclusive privi­ 
lege 
th*1 so-called wealthy class to 
pay income 
taxes. 
Not 
so many 
years ago income taxes were paid bt 
a limited tew, and the average citi­ 
zen had only 
a 
casual interest in 
newspaper accounts of proposed leg­ 
islation which was designed to in­ 
crease them. 
Such 
laws 
he knew 
would not affect him and he had no 
personal interc-t in them. 
But that time 
has 
passed. 
The 
war, the enormous expenditures by 
the national government and th** ex­ 
pensive program 
which 
hav<> been 
mapped out for the future have re­ 
sulted in need tor additional revenue 
During the last few years congress 
ha« assessed about all the indirect 
taxes that the members could think 
of and tin* only method that remained 
for supply the federal coffers with 
money was to resort to direct tax a­ 
tion along with the indirect taxes. 
The income tax laws of today are 
so far-reaching in their scope that 
thousands of men and women who 
were never before interested in them 
are making a minute 
study 
of the 
provisions -o they will he able to file 
their blanks at the proper time and 
thus (senile the heavy federal pen­ 
alty for failure to do so Every m ar­ 
ried man who 
has 
an 
income of 
$2,000 or more and every single per- 
son who has 
an 
income exceeding 
$1,000 is required to file a blank with 
the collector of internal revenue, lf 
the combined income of a husband, 
wife and child under eighteen years 
is $2,000 or more the blanks must be 
filed. 
There .are 
a 
few items that 
may he deducted, hut these arc not 
numerous and do not affect the av­ 
erage person. 
The income tax requirements, the 
carin g rate of other taxes and the 
high cost of every article that is sold 
(•albe the householder to give serious 


attention and thought to his finances. 
A dollar today 
will 
not buy more 
than sixty-five cents did in 1914. 
A 
few classes of labor have been given 
incomes that will 
take 
care of the 
additional cost of living, but the av­ 
erage wage earner, salaried man and 
business man finds that his financial 
condition i> not nearly as good as ii 
was in 1914. 
The trouble has been 
that the cost of all supplies has in- 
cteased out of proportion with the 
increase in wages, salaries and in­ 
come-. 
Am! added to the burden of 
maintaining a family under the un­ 
usual Irving conditions lh** govern­ 
ment adds the additional burden of 
income taxes. 
As a m atter af fact, 
the married man who made $1,600 a 
year in 1914 was better able to pay 
an income tax than hr, is today with 
an income of $2,000. 
And likewise, 
the unm arried perron could pav an 
income on $(00 a year in 1914 tai 
better than he can now with an in­ 
come of $1,000. 
The m atter of tax­ 
ation is out of proportion. 
Congress 
has some important work before it. 
The financial condition of the nation 
cannot always la* based upon the in­ 
come of 
its people. 
Living condi­ 
tions must be taken into consider­ 
ation.

Order of Fools, Founded in 1381, W i3 
Not by Any Means What Its 
Name Would Indicate. 


On November 12. USI, the associ­ 
ation known as The Order of Fools 
was said to have been founded by 
Adolphus, count of Cleves, under the 
title, “Icorder Can't Geeken Gesells- 
chap.” 
Though bearing a designation 
savoring too strongly of contempt, the 
members of this order were composed 
of noblemen and 
gentlemen 
of 
the 
highest rank and renown, who In this 
way formed themselves into a body for 
humane and charitable purposes. They 
were in no way connected with the 
Feast of Fools and similar absurdi­ 
ties of medieval times. 
They were not 
dissimilar to I he Odd Fellows, For­ 
esters and other similar organizations 
of the present day, which include with- j 
in their sphere of operations, believe- j 
lent and useful as well as convivial] 
and social objects. 
The insignia borne by the Knights 
of tins order consisted of a jester or 
a fool, embroidered on the left side of 
their mantles and depicted dressed In 
red and silver vest, with a cap and 
hells on his head, yellow stockings, a 
cup filled with fruits in his right ha n d, 
and in his left. a gold key, as a symbol 
of tho affection which ought to exist 
among the members of 
the society. 
They met once ti year at Cleves on 
the’ first Sunday after Michaelmas day 
(St. Martin’s day), when a grand court 
was held extending over seven days, 
and all matters relating to the wel­ 
fare and conduit of the order were 
discussed.

The Razor in History.

improving the milk supply. 
This as­ 
sistance may mean the making of a 
general survey lasting only a few days 
or a very intensive inspection lasting 
two or three months. 
During the last year personal aid 
was given to 36 cities in 14 states. In 
addition to this, assistance was given 
the United States public health serv­ 
ice by conducting sanitary milk sur­ 
veys and in improving the milk supply 
of 15 extra cantonment zones. 
All phases of city milk supply are 
covered. 
Inspection of dairies, milk 
plants and other distributing centers 
are made, samples of the products are 
taken and analyzed, both chemically 
and bacteriologically. 
When neces­ 
sary, help is given in the installation 
of laboratories and technique and in 
the interpretation of the results of 
chemical and bacterial analyses. 
Special 
meetings 
may 
be 
held 
among both producers and consumers 
of milk in order to arouse interest in 
the local milk supply. Advice in fram­ 
ing ordinances to cover dairy and milk 
conditions is also offered. 
An important feature is the milk 
content work, in which specialists as­ 
sist in instituting these contests and 
net as judges in scoring the product to 
determine the relative standing of 
milk producers. 
These contests en­ 
courage rivalry among dairymen and, 
in consequence, tend to improve the 
milk supply of a city.

Elm timber growing in the farm 
wood lot is a valuable asset. 
The demand for elm is increasing, 
while the supply is rapidly diminish­ 
ing. 
It is estimated that the total 
stand of elm in the United States^ is 
approximately 7% billion feet. 
This 
amount would furnish a supply for 
approximately 30 years at the present 
rate of cutting, as the annual output 
of elm 
lumber is about 24,000,000 
board feet, placing elm twelfth in rank 
among all woods and tenth among 
hardwoods in point of lumber produc­ 
tion. 
Elm 
wood 
is 
desirable 
where 
strength, bending quality and ability 
to withstand shocks are required. 
It 
is, in general, heavy, hard and strong. 
The most important use to which it is 
put, according to the bulletin, is in 
the cooperage industry, the amount 
credited to this use being more than 
twice that of the next in importance, 
which is in the m anufacture of bas­ 
kets and crates. 
It is estimated that 
147,000,000 hoard feet are used annu­ 
ally in making cooperage stock or bar­ 
rels. 
Elm is used extensively in making 
agricultural implements and vehicles 
also. 
It is useful in the manufacture 
of wheels aud bodies for automobiles, 
and the rapid growth of this industry 
has brought about a considerable in­ 
crease in the demand for elm. Irs abil­ 
ity to take a good polish makes it de­ 
sirable in the m anufacture of certain 
pieces of furniture, cabinet work and 
interior trimmings. It is a fairly dura­ 
ble wood, the average untreated lum­ 
ber in situations exposed to weather 
lasting six to eight years. When prop­ 
erly treated with creosote this period 
may be lengthened to 20 or mere years.

LINE BREEDING IS FAVORED 


Common and Desirable Practice Is En­ 
couraged by Co-operative Bull 
Associations. 


(Prepared by the United S tates Depart­ 
m ent o f A griculture.) 
A bull association having as many 
as five or six breeding blocks should 
keep and use all its good bulls os long 
as they are fit for service. Advancing 
the bull to the next block at the end of 
two years does not eliminate h im ; it 
simply makes it possible to avoid in- 
breeding. 
Line breeding, on the other 
hand, is a common and desirable prac­ 
tice, and the bull association offers ex­ 
ceptional opportunities for conducting 
that kind of breeding. 
In an associa­ 
tion composed of breeders of pure­ 
bred dairy cattle carefully selected 
bulls produced In one block may be 
used in other blocks, and the organiza­ 
tion pray thus continue indefinitely 
without purchasing bulls from outside 
sources if such a plan seems advisa­ 
ble. The same practice may be fol­ 
lowed when only a few high-class reg- 
j istered cows are owned by members 
of any association. 
The co-operative 
I bull association, therefore, offers an 
excellent opportunity for intelligent, 


j long-continued breeding. Skillful mat- 


I ing, when com bined with careful se­ 
lection of the best animals, makes 
: great improvement possible.

Clean milk is impossible if the cows 
are not kept clean. Dirty udders and 
thighs cause direct contamination of 
the milk, for clinging dirt particles are 
rubbed off into the milk by the milker. 
The tail in switching will brush off 
particles from the thighs and flanks 
into the pall. 
The udder should be 
brushed clean with a brush or clean 
cloth previous to milking. It is advis­ 
able to wash off the flanks and thighs 
occasionally with soap and w ater and 
it is recommended to wash the udder 
off every time previous to milking and 
dry thoroughly with a clean cloth. 
Some 
dairymen 
keep 
hindquarters 
clipped, which is a good practice, for 
then these parts are easier kept clean. 


HIGH PRODUCING DAIRY COW 


Anim al Is Delicate and W ell-Balanced 
Piece of Machinery— Geed Shel­ 
ter Is Important. 


A high-producing dairy animal is a 
delicate and well-balanced piece of 
machinery, and consequently she can­ 
not continue normal production if she 
is exposed to severe winter weather. 
It is therefore essential that the dis­ 
comforts incident to cold weather be 
eliminated if possible. 
The comfort­ 
able cow will repay in milk the neces­ 
sary labor for her protection. 
Dairy­ 
men as a rule are more careful with 
their cows than the average farm er 
who merely produces the milk for fam­ 
ily use.

JOINTWORM IS MOST 
DESTRUCTIVE ENEMY 


Pest Ranks Next to Hessian Fly 
in Eastern States. 


Small Grub Lives In Stems of Wheat, 
Sucking Juices of Plant—May Be 
Controlled 
by 
Plowing 
Stubble Deeply. 


(Prepared by th e U nited States D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture.) 
The 
most? destructive 
enemy 
of 
wheat, next to the Hessian fly, in the 
wheat states east of the Mississippi 
river and in parts of Missouri is the 
wheat jointworra. 
It is a very small 
grub which lives 
in 
the stems of 
wheat, sucking the juices of the plant 
and causing a swelling in the stem. 
Although this 
Insect 
is sometimes 
more serious than the Hessian fly, 
occasionally causing complete destruc­ 
tion, very little is done at present to 
control its depredations. 
The insect 
has a number of natural enemies, but 
these should not be relied upon. For­ 
tunately the jointworm attacks only 
wheat, which fact suggests one of the 
most reliable control measures, that 
of substituting crops. 
In the south­ 
ern part of the Eastern wheat belt the 
insect may be controlled by plowing 
wheat .stubble deeply after harvest 
when this does not interfere with the 
growing of red clover and grass. 
The egg from which th** jointworm 
hatches is laid in th** stem by an in­ 
sect resembling a small black ant with 
wings. 
When a wheat plant first be­ 
comes Infected no outward sign may 
appear. 
The presence of the worm 
can be detected when th** plant is 
nearly mature by examining the inside 
of tin* stem, usually just above the 
second or third joint from tile ground. 
Sometimes the point of infestation is 
very 
noticeable, 
then* 
being 
w art­ 
like swellings on the stem. 
Another 
very good indication is the presence 
in the field of a number of fallen or 
lodged plants. 
The larvae of this insect remain in 
the old stubble until November or De­ 
cember, when about OO per cent of 
them change to the pupa stage. 
In 
this form large numbers are winter­ 
killed in the Northern states, but se­ 
vere weather also kills their natural 
enemies. 
Without the assistance of 
numerous parasitic enemies of the 
jointworm, 
wheat 
growing 
in 
the 
Eastern 
states 
of necessity 
would 
have been abandoned or the growers 
forced 
to 
adopt 
effective 
control 
measures, say departm ent specialists. 
When fall plowing is practiced the 
stubble containing the pest is buried 
deeply, 
thus 
preventing 
the 
insect 
from emerging the following spring. 
Whenever this method Is adopted the 
badly infested wheat should be cut 
high, so that the greater majority of 
the jointworms will be left on the field 
in the old stubble and may be turned 
under and destroyed. 
In southern 
Kentucky, 
Virginia, 
Tennessee 
and 
other 
Southern 
and 
Southeastern 
states where double-cropping system^ 
are in general use, It is possible t<* 
plow under the stubble without inter­ 
fering 
with 
the 
cropping 
system. 
W here this is not practicable, as is 
sometimes the case in the more North­ 
ern states, substitute crops, such as 
rye. barley or buckwheat should be 
grown on heavily infested areas.
